I have,  once  again,  t-o  call  attention  to  the  imsatis factory 
and  insanitary  conditions  prevailing  in  the  villages  of  Eyam, 

Baslow,  Calver,  Proggatt,  Great  Eucklow,  Little  Hucklow  and  Wardlow, 
due  to  the  lack  of  proper  sewage  facilities. 

, Serious  consideration  ought  to  be  given  to  the  possibility 
of  providing  adequate  sewage  schemes  for  these  villages,  particularly 
as  regards  EJ/am,  Bsitslow  and  Calver, 

Conditions  also  remain  unsatisfactory  at  Brady/ell,  atod  it 
is  hoped  that  the  proposed  new  sewage  scheme  will  not  be  long 
delayed. 


Work  is  to  be  commenced  during  the  coming  year  on  the 
provisicaa,  in  conjunction  vvith  the  County  Council,  of  a joint 
scheme  au  Wheston  for  dealing  with  both  sewage  and  surface  water.

T'h-?  new  serfage  system  and  sev/age  disposal  v;orks  have 
been  completed.  r':  remcans  for  the  owners  of  the  properties 
to  connect  the  drains  of  these  properties  to  the  new  server.  Some 
owners  are  commencing  to  do  so.  It  is  requested  that  others 
will  follow  suit  at  an  early  date, 

ElRTi  STERN nmiiP.,  After  some  delay  and  dispute  over  the  choice  of 
a site  for  the  now  works,  approval  y;as  eventually  obtained  and  the 
construction  of  the  new  lengihs  of  sewer  and  the  disposal  plant 
has  now  commenced  and  is  almost  ccmplete. 


It  will  he  seen  that  ±n  both  the  Ifcirth  and  the  South  Districts 
there  are  villages  where  sewage  disposal  is  grec,tly  deficient.  Such 
are  the  villages  of  l^am,  Baslov/,  Calver,  Rroggatt,  Great  Hucklow, 

Little  Hucklow  and  Wardlow  in  the  Korth  District  and  Youlgrave, 

Elton,  Birchover,  Monyash,  Flagg,  Ashford,  Over  Haddon,  Rowsley  and 
Stanton-in-the-Peak  in  the  South.  These  last  have  a system  of  tank 
treatment  which  leaves  much  to  be  desired.  There  is,  thus,  much  to 
be  done  to  bring  these  villages  into  conditions  of  adequate  sewage 
disposal  as  vie^wed  by  standards  other  than  almost  primitive  and, 
once  again,  I commend  this  for  attentioni. 
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Housm&. 

The  number  of  h'^uses  conxjleted  by  the  Council  during  the  year 
was  46  and  the  number  by  .private  enterprise  7,  this  sl:iows  an  increase 
of  20  Council  houses  and  a decrease  of  4 houses  respectively. 

The  housing,  progress  has  still  been  slow,  principally 
because  of  the  shortage  of  laboi.ir.  Contractors  employed  on  the 
Council's  sites  have  also  been  employed  by  private  applicants,  and  as 
a result  in  m^;/-  cases  the  one  has  suffered  to  some  extent  at  the 
expense  of  the  other. 

There  is  still  a considerable  number  of  applicants 
awaiting  the  issue  of  building  licences,  and  in  many  cases  it  is  not 
possible  to  give  much  hope  of  a licence  being  granted  in  the 
immediate  future. 

The  Council  is  continuing  its  policy  of  encouraging  the 
improvement  of  existing  dwellings,  by  ixflui.wg  licences  wherever 
possible.  Licences  for  additions  and.  extensions,  and  the  adaption 
of  buildings  not  previously  used  for  habitation  have  all  been 
considered.  Plans  have  been  received  and  licences  granted  for  the 
division  of  larger  dwellings  into  two  dwellings  and  also  conversion 
into  flats.  The  Ministry  of  Works  have  in  some  measure  given 
assistance  to  the  Council  in  this  respect. 

During  the  year  two  applications  for  Improvement  Grants 
made  under  the  Housing  ^t  1949  were  approved  by  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government,  and  one  dwelling  house  was  improved 
as  a result  of  this  approval. 

As  was  forecast  last  year  the  immediate  prospect  of 
being  able  to  rehouse  many  families  has  certainly  proved  to  be 
remote,  since  the  number  of  houses  completed  does  little  to  relieve  the 
length  of  the  list  of  applicants.  This  problem  is  in  the  forefront 
of  6lL1  the  difficulties  v/ith  which  preventive  medecine  is  faced. 


WA'IER  SUPPLIES. 

Supplies  to  the  majority  of  parishes  were  maintained  during 
the  year,  although  some  local  spring  sources,  particularly  those 
situated  in  the  lime  stone  hill  country  began  to  show  sigis  of  rajpid 
deterioration  during  May,  and  continued  to  fall  until  early  September. 

Seasonal  auxilliary  primping  continued  throughout  the 
summer  months  from  the  iProggatt  Edge  and  Magclough  sources  to 
augment  the  supplies  to  villages  on  the  Stoke  plat  scheme,  Eyam, 

Great  Hucklov/  and  district  and  Bradwell, 

Intermittent  supplies  were  again  experienced  in  various 
parishes,  particularly  Ghelmorton  and  Taddington. 

Several  improvements  were  carried  out  on  distribution,  i.e, 
mainn  extensions,  relaying  and  scraping, 

jin  electrically  operated  Boosting  Station  was  installed  at 
Calver  on  the  4"  main  wliich  supplies  the  five  parishes  beyond  this 
point. 

Improvements  on  a number  of  schemes  v/ere  carried  out  on 
behalf  of  the  Eire  Service  authorities.
